READJUSTMENT SLOW 
BECAUSE OF PRICES 


Reduction in Cotton Acre- 

age for Sixth District 
Declared Smaller Than 
Anticipated.

Washington, D. C, May 13.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.) — The 
federal reserve board's monthly bul- 
letin, which will be issued tomor- 
row, not only will give an optimis- 
tic general summary of business and 
financial conditions, including in- 
dustrial and agricultural outlooks, 
but will show in comparisons that 
the southeastern _ states, incorpo- 
rated in the sixth or Atlanta dis- 
trict, are recovering business equi- 
librium, despite the depression of 
cotton, as rapidly, on the whole, as 
that of any section of the United 
States, and in some remarkable re- 
spects even more rapidly. 

It will be plainly shown that while 
there is still much uncertainty as 
to when the readjustment now in 
process may be expected to reach its 
end, and while the business situa- | 
tion in some sections of the coun- 
try and in some fields of industry 
is still beset with difficulties, some 
of the recent factars. of uncertainty 
are’ either being eliminate@ or are 
of diminishing’ Wmportance. More- 
over, increasing appreciation of the 
nature of the readjustment process 
in business circles and in the com- 
munity at large is focusing atten- 
tion upon the factors that are de- 
laying business recovery and is 


to removing obstacels and expedit- 
ing the return to normal conditions. 

The bulletin will hold that the 
point upon which the business sit- 
uation has pivoted since the reces- 
sion movement began last autumn 
has been prices. The fall of whole- 
sale prices, which has been contin- 
uous and at times precipitate in re- 
cent months (especially for the ag- 
ricultural raw material group) ap- 
pears to be in process of arrest. At 
any rate, many wholesale prices 
have shown a greater degree of sta- 
bility during the month of April. 
Prices of many basic commodities 
have shown, both by general index 
numbers and by reports from the 
several federal reserve districts, less 
sensitiveness than during’ the pre- 
ceding month. This fact is being 
recognized by buyers, who are 
showing an increasing disposition to 
regard present price levels as a sat-

Retarding Factors. 

“Among the factors that are re- 
tarding readjustment are retail 
prices, high transportation charges, 
wages, and the relatively high 
prices of such highly important 
requisites of production as coal and 
steel. The most important imme- 
diate point at which the readjust- 
ment process appears to be ‘sticking’ 
is the retail price situation.” 

Wage and empl-yment conditions 
were recently made the subject of 
a special inquiry by the federal re- 
serve board. While the inquiry shows 
that labor is participating in the 
process of readjustment, the partici- 
pation has been uneven as between 
different sections of the country, as 
between different lines of industry. 
and as between different groups of 
labor. Wage readjustment has been 
greater among unskilled workers 
and chose not possessed of astrong 
trade organization, an {especially in 
sections of the ookeiler? whose in- 
dustries have felt in a peculiarly 
high degree the effects of readjust- 
ment, 

So far as the various industries 
themselves are concerned the out- 
look continues good in nearly a!'l 
branches of agriculture, with fa- 
vorable crop prospects and a sub- 
stantial acreage. Textile industry 
has continued to show a seasonal 
increase in productive activity and 
this has extended to the knit coods 
and other allied branches of the 
trade. In the retail field demand 
has been sustained in the eastern 
sections of the country. Whoie- 
sale trade has shown an upward 
tendency due, no doubt, to the de- 
pletion of the stocks of retail deal- 
rs which were already low and 
ea been further reduced by the 
seasonal spring demand.

DETENTION HUME 
SUURED IN REPORT 


Branded as “Fire Trap” i 
Statement Made by the 
State Department of 
Public Welfare. 


Condemning the juvenile detention 
home in Fulton county, which is 
located at Central and Trinity ave- 
nues, as a firetrap and declaring 
that the arrangement of the sleeping 


and detention quarters, In particular, 


do not provide for adequate super- 


vision, the state department of 
public welfare has made a lengthy 
report to the county commission- 
ers, following the recent inspection 
of the home by Boyce Edens. 

The state board of welfare recom- 
mends to the commission that a new 
detention home be erected and that 
adequate equipment be installed to 
care properly for the needs of the 
institution. The -building is de- 
clared a tumble-down residence 


‘with leaky roof, patched walls and 


rough floors, the entire building 
being unfit and unsuitable for a de- 
tention home. “In both appearance 
and suitability the word‘'‘home’ is 
a decided misnomer,” said the re- 
port. 


“The building is a veritable fire- 
trap and this fact may at any time 
be brought home to those responsi- 
ble for its continued use should a 
night fire occur and make headway 
unnoticed. The fire hazzard in this 
respect is greatly enhanced because 
there are.no .hose-reels, fire-escapes 
or extinguishers in the building. 
Then, too, the detention room where 
the children at times, of necessity, 
must be at night locked in, are on 
the second floor, the approach to | 
which is made by a wooden stair< | 
way, says the report. 


“On the second floor, on one side 
of the hall, are two detention, or 
bed rooms—one for white boys and 
one for an overflow population of 
both colored and white. On the 
other side of this hall are two oth- 
er such rooms, one for colored girls 
and one for colored boys. White 
girls are kept in the matron’s r350m 
on the first floor. 

“The vigorous prosecution of any 
sanitary routine in this old build- 
ing is obviously discouraging and 
doubtless required Herculean effort 
to accomplish anything like satis- 
factory results... A musty odor, 
mingled with the disinfectant, which 
has been sprayed around the walls, 
is in evidence throughout the 
building. Countless numbers of 
tiny ants make it necessary to keep 
certain food supplies on the ta- 
ble in the dining room, the legs of 
which are placed in receptacles con- 
taining bug Killer. 

“Because of the unusual short 
stay of children in the home, baths, 
a complete change of underclothing 
and head inspection are not given 
children when admitted. Children 
kept in the house for any lengtn of 
time are given all-over baths 
weekly and more often if necessa- 
ry, with changes of clothing.”

Conference Report Adopt- 
ed by House and Senate, 
Measure Goes to Presi- 
dent for Approval. 


SIEGEL WILL PROTEST 
BILL BEFORE HARDING 


Restricts Immigration Un- 
til July, 1922, to 3 Per 
Cent of Nationality Here 
in 1910. 


Washington, May 13.—The con- 
ference report on the emergency 
immigration restriction bill was 
adopted by the senate and house 
and the measure now will go to 
President Harding for his approval. 

No opposition to the conference 
agreement developed in the senate, 
where Senator Reed, democrat. Mis- 
souri, cast the only véte against the 
bill recently upon its passage. Chair- 
man Colt, of the senate immigra- 
tion committee, and other members 
explained the conference reports, 
stating that the hquse had agreed 
to elimination of provisions de- 
signed to admit the political ref- 
ugees. 

As revised in conference, the bill 
would go into effect fifteen days 
after it was signed by the presi- 
dent. and from that time until July 
1, 1922, the number of aliens ad- 
mitted to the United States would 
be limited to 3 per cent of the na- 
tionals of each gountry here in 
1910. 

Representative Siegel, New York, 
ranking republican on the immigra- 
tion committee, said today he had 
carried his protest against’’the bill 
personally to President’ Harding, 
who had assured him it would have 
“earnest, careful and serious con- 
sideration.” Mr. Siegel contends 
that the measure is unworkable and 
would mitigate against desirable 
emigrants from a number of Eu- 
ropean countries. 


WAR ALES SPL 
ON POLISH POLC 


Lloyd-George Statement 
to Commons Marks Break 
Between Franceand Brit- 
ain—Peace Threatened.

London, May 13.—WLloyd George’s 
declaration to the house of commons 
that “The Polish invasion of upper 
Silesia is a complete defiance of 
the treaty of Versailles,” marks the 
definite and open break between 
Great Britain and France regard- 
ing Middle-Europe policies. 

The British premier, declaring 
that the peace of Europe was 
threatened in the Polish ineurrec- 
tion, further argued that Germany 
should be permitted by the entente 
to send troops into upper Silesia— 
her own province—as a matter of 
fair play. - 

Anglo-French differences of opin- 
fon, already far apart on the ques- 
tion of penalizing Germany for non- 
fulfillment of the Versailles treaty, 
Great Britain urging a benevolent 
attitude and France demanding re- 
pressive measures in every phase 
of the eituation, are thus widened 
into almost irreparable breach. 

France, declaring that the Siles- 
ian difficulty is a German-made 
movement, curtly refused a recent 
German request to be permitted to 
put down the revolt, declaring tha’ 
there were plenty of allied troops 
in the territory, and reBuking the 
Berlin government strongly for 
daring to suggest such measures. 

Germany, on the other hand, ac- 
cuses France of backing her pro- 
tege Poland, in an attempt to over- 
turn the Versailles treaty and 
force the handing ovee of fich 
Silesian territory to Poland, thus 
once more stripping the o]d empire 
of territorial benefits.

On May 17, 1920, the defendants, 
he claims, through their vice grand 
president, J. W. Thomas, acting 
within the scope of his authority, 
ordered the petitioner away from 
his post of duty with the employer 
until the differences had been set- 
tled.

Asserting that both sides, the men 
concealed in the hills and the 
guards at the mines. had -. been 
“itching” for trouble there, he said 
he would not expose any of his 
men on that battlefield. Captain 
Brockus was plainly nettled at the 
attitude of ‘the officials of Pike 
county. Kentucky, asserting that no 
hand had been raised so far as he 
knew to check the firing from the 
Kentucky side. 

Call for Troops. 

News that Governor Morgan, of 
West Virginia had called on Presi- 
dent Harding for federal troops, 
that a similar request had 
been made by Governor Morrow, of 
Kentucky, brought relief to the of- 
ficials and residents of the embat- 
tled towns 

The combined force of state po- 
lice and deputies availabJe to cover 
the twenty miles or more of moun- 
tainous country where industrial 
hostilities have centered for a year 
is scarcely more than sixty men. 
Of this number it is necessary to 
maintain reserves and garrisons at 
points which at present are qufiet, 
but are regarded by the authorities 
as scenes of possible outbreaks.

After the witness had been cross- 
examined steadily for an hour, he

The state supreme court rendered 
a decision Friday holding that the 
law making it a criminal offense to 
operate an automobile while under 
the influence of liquor or at a speed

The opinion was rendered on the' 
appeal of Charles Jones, convicted 
of two counts in the [Fulton supe- 
rior court for voluntary manslaugh- 
ter in the commission of an unlaw- 
ful act. He was charged with kill- 
ing Hoke Smith Lee while driving 
an automobile in excess. of thirty 
miles an hour and while being in- 
toxicated at the time. 

The court held that this section 
of the motor vehicle law was un- 
constitutional because it was en- 
acted at the extraordinary session 
of 19156, when the governor's procla- 
mation did not include it in. the 
subject matter to receive attention. 
It was made plain in the @decision 
that the court’s ruling does not ap- 
ply to other sections of the act and 
municipal regulations.

THE TEACHERS PROTEST 

The only justification that has 
yet been advanced for the sum- 
mary treatment received by Su- 
perintendent Dykes in being am- 
bushed and condemned without 
even a hearing was that he and 
the teachers in the Atlanta school 
system were not in sympathy, 
the inference being that the su- 
perintendent was not getting 
along well with the teachers un- 
der him. 

That was, of course, a pretext; 
and its shallowness is emphasized 
by the protest of the Atlanta 
Public School Teachers’ associa- 
tion, the president of which is 
Professor C. E. Phillips, who of- 
ficially announces that he has re- 
ceived formal notices from the 
organized teachers of 43 of the 45 
white schools of Atlanta— 

“That they wished to refute the 
unfortunate impression that the 
superintendent of schools had not 
received their heartiest support and 
co-operation in the work of the 
year.” 

“The idea is abroad that the 
superintendent has not enjoyed 
the co-operation of his teachers,” 
Professor Phillips explained, ‘and

HEALTH TALKS

CHRONIC SORE THROAT. 

In most cases of chronic sore 
throat (granular, follicular or her- 
petic pharyngitis; atrophic pharyn- 
gitis; dry pharyngitis; clergyman’s 
sore throat) the throat trouble is 
really secondary to an infection or 
disease within the nasal cavity or 
one of the nasal accessory sinuses, 
and little permanent benefit is ob- 
tained until the primary trouble is 
found and remedied. 

In the good old days, when doc- 
tors knew a great deal less than 
their patients thought they (the 
doctors) Knew, it was considered 
good practice when the doctor 
hadn’t the time, the inclination or 
the equipment to make an actual ex- 
amination or search for the cause 
of the sore throat, to dub it “rheu- 
matic” and caution the poor gink 
about good red meat and all that 
Nowadays the 
“rheumatism” buncombe doesn’t go, 
except with those poor simpletons 
who still believe the yarns of the 
fakir who got his “cure” from “an 
old army surgeon” or from a “gen- 
tleman returned from India” or 
some such tale. Acute sore throat 
is too often the focus of infection 
whence are derived the germs which 
produce joint inflammation (arth- 
ritis); but the joint inflammation is 
not the cause of the sore throat. 

The symptoms of chronic sore 
throat are familiar enough to the 
victims of the trouble. 

Factors which contribute an ag- 
gravating influence are _ tobacco 
smoke, overeating, the excessive 
dryness of the desert climate ofthe 
home or office heated above sixty- 
eight degrees in winter, the vicious 
habit of coddling the body or any 


Beckham Proposes 
Legislation to Protect 
Fish in Georgia 


Editor Constitution: It is my pur- 
pose to introduce at the next ses- 
sion of the Georgia legislature a 
bill preventing any fishing in Geor- 
gia’s streams from April 15 to May 
15 each year during the bedding or 
spawning season, the idea being 
that if no fish were caught just at 
this time the Georgia streams 
would be much better stocked with 
fish later on. Fishing while bed- 
ding is taking place among fish is 
like shooting quail setting on their 
nests and is not sportsmanlike and 
in addition indirectly destroys many 
thousand of potential fish that 
would come in being later. Unless 
some action like this is taken our 
fishing in a few years will be en- 
tirely ruined so fas as the law- 
abiding citizen is concerned. Any 
attempt to merely regulate without 
absolute prevention for the thirty 
days mentioned makes the law hard 
to enforce. A law prohibiting all 
fishing of any kind during this sea- 
son is proper and has the additional 
advantage of being easily enforced. 
If any good reasons exist why such 
a law should not be passed I would 
like to hear them and shafl ap- 
preciate you giving this ietter 
publicity in your columns.

What is the right thing to apply 
to burns so they will not leave a 
scar? R. A. 
ANSWER—Whether a scar will 
follow a burn depends on the de- 
gree or depth of the burn and the 
character of the first aid and sub- 
sequent treatment, and not on the 
application of any alleged scar-pre- 
venting agent or dressing. For trif- 
ling burns, immediate application of 
sterile petrolatum squeezed from a 
tube, covered with some oiled silk 
or waxed paper and a padding of 
cotton or gauze and bandage. For 
severe burns, a physician should be 
called. No- salve or other emer- 
gency dressing should be applied.un- 
less it is known to be sterile—and 
of course no such dressing remains 
sterile after it has been handled or 
opened to the air for any time. Any 
one who knows the nature of scar 
tissue knows that it can neither be 
prevented nor removed by any me- 
dicinal substance or dressing; it is 
prevented by the expert intelligence 
of the physician or surgeon, whose 
treatment favors the healing Sof the 
burn or wound with the least pos- 
sible injury of the tissues involved.

Over in Campbell county, the 
people believe in allowing young 
men to take the leadership in civic 
and state affairs so much that they 
have elected Lawrence 8S. Camp, a 
prominent young attorney, of Fair- 
burn, to the house of representa- 
tives, and are now boasting of hav- 
ing the youngest member in the 
general assembly. 

When Representative Camp, who 
is 22 years of age, takes his seat 
on the convening of the legzisla- 
ture in June, he will begin his first 
term and first political office of 
any Kind, with the exception of 
that of county attorney. But he 
has already formed definite opin- 
ions on several legislative measures 
he will advocate and support. 

The Manson bill for the appoint-

He is an advocate of strict econo- 
m~ in appropriations. 

Mr. Camp was born in Campbelh 
county in November 1898 and re- 
ceived his early education in the 
Fairburn schools. He is a gradu- 
ate of the Atlanta Law school and 
was admitted to the bar in June 
1916. They new representative is 
prominent in fraternal circles and 
is a stockholder in the bank of 
Campbell county. 

Since Mr. Camp has been voting 
for a period of about a year and 
a half, his supporters state he 
cuuldn’t arrive in the lower house 
much earlier, and unless some coun- 
ty has elected a representative on 
his twenty-first birthday, Camp- 
bell has cinched the honor of hav- 
ing the youngest member of the 
general assembly.

time being. There is at least a 
rift in the dark clouds 
of insurge that have for a week 
threatened to break into a storm. 
it all comes about by reason of 
a lack of unanimity on a proposi- 
‘(ion that @ group should issue a 
statement, it being found eyually 
lifficult to select an individual who 
would carry the burden along. Feel- 
ers were put out in administration 
circles, among men who are sup- 
posed to be in sympathetic touch 
with sentiments held by the irrecon- 
cilables, developing the advice to 
keep hands off for the present and 
let the situation work itself out. 
Assurances were given that the 
irreconcilables were unduly a!larm- 
ed over the possible consequences 
of the action of the administration 
in this case, and it was indicated 
that the president has no plans for 
further steps which might justify 
the irreconcilables in the apprehen- 
sion that the administration is con- 
templating departing radically from 
its announced purpose not to en- 
gage actively in strictly European 


-affairs, all of which are phrases of 


generalities and are now utilized 
in a whispering effort to keep peace 
in the party ranks. 

President Harding is thus seeking 
not to alienate from the adminis- 
tration the irreconcilables. He is 
still intent upon maintaining bar- 
mony among ajl republican sena- 
tors upon foreign and other policies, 
and will not be the one to give oc- 
casion to any faction ‘to break open- 
ly with the administration nor set 
a group in apparent or séeming op- 
position. 

It is realized by the administra- 
tion, it is said, that the irreconcil- 
ables’ are suspicious of any move 
that looks like even indirect recog- 
nition of the existence of the league 
of nations or possible utilization of 
the treaty of Versailles, and their 
uneasiness is understandable. 

In the meantime the same “ir- 
reconcilables’’ who are being smooth- 
ed out now by the iron ofa G. O. P. 
administration tore their hair and 
raised al] degrees of a rumpus when 
President Wilson had diplomatic 
representatives with allied councils 
the same as President Harding has 
today. Such ts the force of a party 
lash even among the old “hell-bent 
faction.”

BUNUS FOR VETERANS 
DISCUSSED BY PAXON 


The bonus law for soldiers was 
the subject of an address given Fri- 
day night by Colonel Fred Paxton at 
the regular monthly meeting of the 
American legion in the chamber of 
commerce assembly room. About 
seventy-five members were preeent, 
and Stephen A. Mitchell, adjutant 
of post No. 1 presided, opening the 
session by the reading of the pre- 
amble of the constitution of the 
legion. 

Col. Paxton offered statistics to 
show that of the 4,500,000 men who 
were in the govef@mment military 
service during the’ world war, 
per cent favored the law going into 
effect; 25 per cent had announced 
their intentions of accepting the 
bonus if it were given to them, and 
the remaining 50 per cent were not 
in favor of it. 

“Approximately 750,000 negroes 
were in the army during the war,” 
he said, “and most of them were 
from the south. If this bonus, 
amounting to $500 per annum, be 
given these negroes each year, any 
one with sufficient knowledge of 
the characteristics of the negro 
race will plainly foresee the de- 
moralizing effect it will have upon 
them.” 

He eaid this was not meant as a 
reflection upon the race, but ap- 
plied only to those of the colored 
race who were inherently indolent. 
“They would stop working,” he de- 
clared. “And the south would be 
at a great loss for farm help and 
labor, especially as the negro Is so 
badly needed in the harvesting of 
crops.” This fact alone, he stated, 
was the chief reason for hig objec- 
tion to the law. 

Captain Young, of the Salvation 
Army, asked the help of the legion 
in raising the $50,000 home service 
fund. In a short:italk he outlinea 
he work being conducted by this 
organization, and stated that with- 
out the necessary funds they could 
not successfully carry on their 
work. 

A committee of 20 men was ap- 
pointed to visit personally all the 
members of the post No. 1 with a 
view to raising the deficit of $750 in 
the treasury, due tO expenses in- 
curred by the legion in attempting 
'to prevent the election to the Unit- 
ied States senate of Thomas E. Wat- 
son.

In its agricultural summary the 
bulletin will say ag to cotton: 

“Good progress has been made in 
the planting of cotton andrin South 
Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, and 
Mississippi a considerable amount 
IS up to a good stand. While the 
earlier reports indicated a 
large reduction in acreage, 
now generally understood that the 
reduction will not be as great as 
was previously indicated. In Dis- 
trict Number 11 (Dallas) it is re- 
ported that the decrease will be 
at least 25 per cent and as much 
as 50 per cent in some _ sections. 
District Number 12 (San Francisco) 
States that the acreage this sea- 
son will be reduced approximately 
50 per cent and much of it will 
be volunteer cotton grown from last 
year’s plantings.’ 

“However, District No. 6 (Atlanta) 
reports that ‘conservative estimates 
Place the reduction in. acreage com- 
pared with last year at from 10 to 
20 percent.’ The use of fertilizer 
has been considerably less than dur- 
ing previous years, being estimated 
at about one-fourth to one-third the 
amount used a year ago.” 

Inerease in Textiles. 


As to cotton textiles the bulletin 
will report the Atlanta district as 
showing an increase in yardage of 
4.5 per cent during March over Feb- 
ruary, which is greater than any 
other textile manufacturing sec- 
tion. 

Value of building permits in Dis- 
trict Number 6 (Atlanta) increas- 
ed about 50 per cent for March in 
comparison with February figures. 
Noteworthy increases in activity oc- 
curred in Atlanta, Birmingham and 
Tampa. .

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A decision was rendered Friday 
by the supreme court to the effect 
that George M. Napier, attorney- 
general elect, had no right to bring 
mandamus proceedings against Sec- 
retary of State S, Guyt. McLendon 
to compel him to forward the re- 
turns of his election to Governor 
Hugh M. Dorsey in order that he 
might be sworn jin office imme- 
diately, his term dating from Janu- 
ary l. ; 

The “decision will have the eitect 
of causing Mr. Napier’s term of of- 
fice to begin when the new governor 
is sworn in and end when 
expired. The lower court refused 
to grant mandamus proceedings 
azainst the secretary of state, and 
the attorney-general clect appeal- 
ed the case. 

In another decision handed down 
by the court the Fulton superior 
court was reversed in the ca3e of 
the Blackman Health Resort, Inc., 
against the city of Atlanta which 
involved the erection of a sanitari- 
um at the corner of Piedmont ave- 
nue and Tenth street. The deci- 
sion remands the case to the lower 
court for trial on its merits. 

The company is headed by Dr. av. 
W. Blackman, and after the mayor 
and council had refused to grant a 
building permit for the sanitarium, 
the case was carried to the Fulton 
county superior court. Under sec- 
tion 729 of the city code, it was 
shown to the mayor, and ccuncil, 
that :157 property owners objected to 
the erection of the buiiding, while 
objections were also filed by the 
board of education and the Parent- 
Teachers association. The Fulton 
court sustained a demurer filed by 
~ city, and the case was appeal- 
e 


The supreme court held that the 
city can not impose restrictions up- 
on the use of private property 
which are induced solely by aesthe- 
tic considerations and have no re- 
lations to the health, safety, com- 
fort or welfare of the city and its 
inhabitants.

Announcement of Weeks’ policy 
in recognizing war service was 
made when he conferred  distin- 
guished service medals on six army 
officers. 

Imphasizin fhat the value of 
war medals eB y be based on the 
high quality of service rendered, 
Weeks said: 

“Personally I am not in favor of 
giving either a distinguished serv- 
ice cross or a distinguished service 
medal to those who are not a part 
of the army. If civilians. are to 
be recognized, as they may well 
be, it should be done in some other 
way. Therefore, I shall not recom- 
mend to the president the oon- 
ferrence of these medals on 
civilians.” 

Weeks said he also favored plac- 
ing a limitation on the time of 
filing applications for medals. 
“Whther two years is a sufficient 
time, I do not undertake to say,” 
Weeks announced. “But unless 
there is a limit, it naturally fol- 
lows that many vears later when 
facts relating to a soldiler’s service 
may not be obtainable, medals will 
be conferred which are not war- 


ranted by the service performed.”

RESUME RELATION 


Generals Pershing and 
Harbord, Chief of Staff 
and Assistant, Planned 
War Moves Together.

Washington, May 12.—Two_ real 
fighting men, who have stood to- 
Zether in some of the most trying 
days of the army, are to head the 
land fighting forces of America. 

In the appointment of General 


John J. Pershing as chief of staff, | 


effective July 1, and the appoint- 
ment of Major Géneral James G., 
Harbord as his executive assistant, 
Secretary of War Weeks is again 
bringing together the two real 
leaders of the army during the 
world war.

LONG LITIGATION 


ON BENNING LAND 
ENDED BY VERDICT 


Litigation extending over two 
years on land condemned In Mus- 
cogee and Chattahoochee counties 
on the site of Camp Benning, the 
largest infantry training school] in 
the United States, was settled per- 
manently Thureday in the federal 
district court at Columbus when a 
jury returned verdicts on seven of 
the largest tracts condemned. 

Gordon M. Combs, assistant Unit- 
ed States attorney, who was in 
Charge of details of the govern- 
ment’s cases, returned Friday from 
Columbus and stated that, follow- 
ine’ Thursday's verdicts, the gzovern- 
ment now has title to appreximately 
93,000 acres for the Benning site. 

Suit filed by the government 
against about 115,000 acres has been 
pending since November 2. 191% 
when condemnations ‘ proceedings 
were filed against the large tract 
upon which hundreds of farmers 
were living at that time. 

Many cases involving individual 
tracts were settled by agreement 
between the owners and the gov- 
ernment as to prices to be pald for 
the land, but other owners fought 
the government and contended for 
continued ownership or higher 
prices. 

Mr. Combe stated that the aver- 
age price paid for the land was $30 
per acre, the highest price being 
$40 per acre. He added that the 
Benning acquisition officer seemed 
much pleased with the appearant 
fairness of al! parties concerned of 
the prices paid,

New York, May 13.—An opening 
decline was followed by rallies in 
the cotton market, but late reports 
of increasingly serious labor trou- 
bles in England caused weakness.

fuse to handle imports of coal. This 
news led to liquidation by recent 
buyers and local or Wall. street 
selling which sent May off to 12.40 
and October to 13.33.

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IREASURY SEEKS 
BUND PAYMENTS 


3 American Représentation 
f 1m Allied Councils Af- 


fects Every Person Hold-| 
ing Liberty and Victory | 
Notes.

Washington, May 13.—This gov- 


ernment’s coursé in re- -establishing 


American representation in the al- 
lied councils affecting settlements 
under the treaty of Versailles has a 
direct bearing upon every man, 
woman and child in the country who 
Owns a Liberty bond. 

As has been authoritatively stated 
on séveral occasions, this govern- 
ment’s interest in European affairs 
is mot political, nor even sentimen- 
tal, in the accepted meaning of that 
word, but entirely economic. Its po- 
Sition, briefly, is this: 

Within the next seven years some 
eight billion dollars in government 
War bonds must be liquidated or 
otherwise accounted for. The man- 
ner of meeting this obligation is- 
dependent to a considerable degree 
upon how much and how soon Eu- 
ropean powers can pay off either 
interest, principal or both on their 
indebtednesses to the United States. 
Both the time and extent of these 
payments, in turn, depend largely 
upon how soon and how much the 
allied powers can collect reparations 
due from Germany. 

No Collection Soon. 

With the leading European coun- 
tries now in an economic situation 
where the interest alone on their 
respective indebtednesses totals a 
greater amount annually than the 
total revenue they have been able 
to derive annually in the past for 
running their governments, it may 
be seen how remote is the oppor- 
tunity for any immediate collection 
by the United States of considerable 
sums either in principal or in in- 
terest om her European debtors. 

And it is with this situation con- 
fronting it that the treasury de- 
partment is seeking means of taking 
care of its vast obligations, billions 
of which mature within the next 


two years, and the money for 
which is not available except from 


~increased taxation, unless Europe is 


in a position to pay off sone of her 
borrowings. 

The total outstanding American 
indebtedness in Liberty bonds today 
is something over nineteen billion 
dollars, of which over four billion 
matures in two years from the 20th 
of this month. In addition, there 
is over three billion dollars in float- 
ing indebtednéss and in war savings 
securities, which also must be met 
within the next few years. Without 
Payment by the allied powers on 
their indebtedness, this government, 
under its scheme of annual pay- 
mrent, would have funds far short 
of those required to liquidate the 
maturities. 


Plan Is Discussed. 


The suggestion that the Liberty 
loans be refunded to mature over a 
period of 40 years, ae stipulated 
amount to be paid off annually, 
with an increased interest rate and 
other measures designed to maintain 
them at par, has been seriously dis- 
cussed in sessions of the cabinet. 
No decision, however, was deemed 
practicable until the reparations 
question was settled to permit of a 
definite arrangement on allied pay- 
ments for their indebtednesses, 
which would work hand in hand 
with the Liberty hond refunding 
scheme. 


Therefore, ndintesi : was vital 
that the reparations problem beset- 
tled, so that the Amer} Fiscal 


policy could be definitely deter- 
mined, this government took the 
course which it believed woutd lead 
most rapidly to a settlement, and 
entered the European councils. And 
this same desire for a reparations 
settlement is responsible for the at- 


titude this government has taken, 
and which is understood to have 
been informally communicated to 
the Berlin government that the best 
thing for Germany to do now is to 
sign the allied ultimatum demand- 
ing payment of 132,000,000,000 gold 
marks indemnity, so that Europe 
can get to work. 

Once the program of German pay- 
ments on reparations is established, 
work can begin on developing a 
definite plan for payment of the al- 
lied indebtedness to the United 
States, and this in turn will permit 
of a practical solution of the Lib- 
a loan problem here, such as will 
reassure the millions of American 
bondholders who met this war ap- 
peal with their savings. 


NEW RESERVE BOARD 


RULE AIDS EXPORTS

Washington, May 13.—(By Con- 
Stitution Leased Wire.)—Southern- 
ers and particularly representatives 
irom the cotton belt in Washington 
gre deeply gratified at the action 
cf the tederal reserve board in ex- 
panding its regulations for the pur- 
chase of acceptances of reserve 
banks. The new regulations include 
Six months bills which are requir- 
ed by the usages of overseas trad- 
ing and are regarded as another ad- 
vanced step toward stimulating ex- 


portations of cotton. 

The federal reserve board, acting 
frame gr ' on the advise and sugges- 
tion of the federal advisory council, 
expanded its regulations for the pur- 
chase of acceptances by federal]! re- 
serve banks to the extent of includ- 
ing six months bills required by the 
usages of overseas trade, a move- 
ment of significance to exporters 
and importers as well as to dealers 
in acceptances. 

For some time the federal re- 
serve board has frowned on the re- 
discounting of bills in the export 
and import trade extended beyond 
the original limit of ninety day ma- 
turity. Such bills if extended be- 
yond the original period were not 
purchasable bv the federal reserve 
banks except by special bermission 
and after the unraveling of red 
tape, 

Widens Facilities. 

The new ruling gives no relief 
from the’ rediscounting point of 
view, but it widens the purchasing 
facilities of’ the reserve ban«s and 
particularly of the federal reserve 
bank of New York. Incidentally 
the new ruling recognizes that the 
turnover both in exports and im- 
ports is less rapid than formerly, 
and that if exporters and imporiers 
and acceptance dealers are to com- 
pete with London, the avuilab:lity 
of six months paper for purchase 
by reserve banks is of vital impor- 
tance. 

The trend in overseas trade is tn 
the direction of the extension of 
longer credit. 

The official announcement issued 
from New York tonight reads as 
follows: 


Text of Announcement. 


“Under a new regulation of the 
federal reserve board, six months’ 
bankers’ acceptances issued in im- 
port and export transactions be- 
come eligible for open market pur- 
chase by federal reserve banks. 

“Therefore, bills of the longer 
maturities up to six months, when 
required by the usages of Overseas 
trade, may now be offered to the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York 
for purchase as the , Shorter bills 
heretofore have been.’ 

The effect of the al eligible 
maturity is expected not only to 
provide to the discount market a 
class of paper for which there 
hertofore has been an unsatisfied 
demand, but also to place more ef- 
fectively the facilities of the open 
discount market at the service of 
overseas commerce.

Von Simons Is Pick 
Berlin Would Send 


As Envoy to U. S.

Berlin, May 13.—In searching for 
a man who may bring about a bet- 
ter understanding between Germany 
and America, leading*to resumption 
of friendly relations, the liberal ele- 
ments in Berlin have settled upon 
former Foreign Minister Von 
Simons. 

The liberals have the support 
of the pacifists in their advocacy 
of Von Simons’ selection; and with 
support that may come from other 
quarters, it appears extremely like- 
ly that the former foreign minister 
will be the selection, 

Discussion of Von Simons’ quali- 
fications in the lobbies of the reichs- 
tag generally brings forth state- 
ments that he has proved himself 
honest, fair and square, and that he 
represents the ideas of those who 
maintain that Gerinany can win the 
world’s respect only through 
honesty and frankness. 

Americans in Berlin who are 

acquainted with Von Simons hold 
him in high esteem. The only 
charges brought against him by his 
enemies—the industrials—are that 
he talked too much as foreign min- 
ister, and over-stepped his preroga- 
tives in dealing with America in the 
reparations crisis. 
Selection of an ambassador to go 
to Washington, once peace between 
the United, States and Germany is 
established, is admittedly one of the 
hardest problems before the govern- 
ment. It is realized that the new 
German representative in America 
will face a difficult task, and all 
officialdom agrees that the best man 
available must be chosen, The re- 
tirement of Von Simons from the 
government releases him for serv- 
ice as ambassador and is exp-cted 
to offer a solution to the Washing- 
ton proBlem. 


British Sweep 


Away Supports 
Of Sinn Feiners

London, May 13.—One by one the 
main supporters of the Sinn Fein 
campaign in Ireland are being swept 
away by the government forces. 
~aor a long time the Sinn Feiners 
found it comparatively easy to 
smuggle war equipment into the 


country, but the gradual acqujre- 
ment of control of all ports. and 
systematic searching of ships has 
made it increasingly’ difficult to 
obtain fresh supplies. Even the 
smuggling out of the country of 
wanted men, dispatches and anti- 
British propaganda has been re- 
duced to a minimum. 

The task of defeating Sinn Fein- 
ers in this manner is in the hands 
of the auxiliary division of the R. lI. 
Cc. The majority of its members are 
ex-naval and their experience is so 
varied that between them they 
could muster crews to navigate any 
craft from a submarine to a super- 
dreadnought. Searching squads in 
charge of officers inspect vessels. 
A merchant ship having picked up 
her pilot proceeds into harbor and 
is boarded by customs officials. On 
arrival in dock she is met by the 
auxiliaries’ searching squad. 

Most of the firearms and explo- 
sives smuggled into Ireland are 
packed in cases labeled as common 
merchandise. 

Passengers disembarking by ten- 
der from the American liners, as 
well as passengers aboard the mail 
boats from Kingstown to Holyhead, 
are scrutinized. All along the coast 
achts, vessels of every type are 
xamined. Even small fishing boats 
off unfrequented villages by the sea 
do not escape search. 

These activities are causing great 
embarrassment to the Sinn Fein 
leaders, who are finding it no mean 
task to obtain a steady flow of 
munitions necessary to carry on 
their campaign.

New York, May 13.—Union engi- 
neers of tugboats in New York har- 
bor have agreed not to handle ships 
manned by non-union men, Thomas 
Bb. Healey, marine engineers’ labor 
head, declared tonight. 

Mr. Healey said no general walk- 
out on the part of these men was 
contemplated, but added that “the 
situation will work itself out.” He 
predicted the action of the tugboat 
men would be an effective handicap 
to ship owners. 

Relations with the shioping board 
and private operators are complete- 
ly broken of, Mr. Healey asserted. 
Telegrams from’ subordinate  lo- 
cals along the coast, he added, are 
to the effect that the engineers are 
quitting the ships as fast as they 
come into port. e 

If the harbor tugboat men refuse 
to handle ships it would cause the 
boat owners little annoyance, Wif 
throp L. Marvin, vice president of 
the American Steamship Owners’ 
association, declared tonight. The 
situation would be overcome, as it 
had in Boston. 

Officials of the shipping board 
tonight expressed gratification to- 
night over the daily movement of 
snips, while telegrams from various 
Atlantic ports, received by Bert L. 
Todd, business agent for local No. 
80 of the Marine Engineers’ Bene- 
ficial association, reported contin- 
ued tying up of shipping.

A Platform of Civic Righteousness 


All Can Unite Upon a Program of Justice, Mercy and 
Mutual Forbearance. 


(The following statement is 1s- 
sued by the committee on church 
co-operation.) 

How can the churches unify At- 
lanta? 

How can those ie claim to fol- 
low Jesus Christ unite the people 
of Georgia in a program of “jus- 
tice, mercy and mutual forbearince” 
such as was in the mind of Isuiah 
when, trying to wake Israel, he 
cried: “He looked for justice, but, 
behold cppression: for righteous- 
ness, but, behold a cry?” 

Does such a picture come before 
you when you recall the 135 ex- 
amples of the mistreatment of ne- 
groes in Georgia cited by Governor 
Dorsey? . 

Pewer for Good. 

These questions were before the 
committee on church o0-vuperation 
at its last meeting. One hundred 
and ninety-six protestant churches 
with a membership of 94,505 in the 
city of Atlanta had reported 5,978 
hew members in the last few weeks. 
In Georgia there are 1,192,674 mem- 
bers of the protestant churches, 
with 456,430 children in Sunday 
schools. There are 19,400 members 
of the Catholic church. Of the 
Jews, there are 22,414 in their syna- 
gogzues. 

These 1,691,218 people unite in 
professing to believe the truths 
voiced by Isaiah and the prophets 
of the Old Testament, which Jesus, 
when the lawyer asked, “Which is 
the greatest commandment?” 
summed up in saying, “Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy mind. This is the first 
and great commandment. And the 
second is like unto it. Thou shalt 
love thy neighbor as thyself. On 
these two commandments hang ait 
the law and the prophets. 

In Georgia 1,658,458 people are 
not connected with any church. But 
the great majority of these love 
the state of Georgia and with those 
members of religious organizations 
would sacrifice life itself, if neces- 
sary. for the welfare of our land. 
As Judge Andrew Cobb, of Athens, 
has said, less than 5 per cent of our 
people are lawless. Therefore, it 
is no idle dream to believe that 
the other 95 per cent can be united 
in striving together to bring about 
an era of good feeling, co-opera- 
tion, justice, mercy and mutual 
forbearance throughout the state. 

Business and Religion. 
The committee on church  co- 
operation is trying to devise a 
platform upon which all can unite, 
not to put any one man or group of 
men in office, but to inaugurate a 
reign of civic righteousness in 
which service to the commuinty 
and state will come before all else. 
An editorial] in The Saturday KEve- 
ning Post recently said: “There are 
young men whose one idea is to 
accumulate enough money to enjoy 
themselves. But as men penetrate 
further into modern business life 
they find that is not simply trading 
for dollars or a convenient means 
for getting rich, but a vast, intri- 
cate, complicated system which in- 
volves all the arts, sciences, im- 
proved machinery, modern trans- 
portation along with the very 
breath of man’s life itself. 
“In former times, when each fam- 
ily on its own patch of land was a 
practically self-sufficient unit, the 
business man was a trader with a 
pack on his back. Today the very 
force of evolution, of the progress 
of civilization has changed him 
from a mere scalper to an essential 
part of a huge but delicate mecha- 
nism of production, distribution, ex- 
change and credits, which if halted 
for a moment would result in the 
probable starvafion and death of 
whole nations. 
“Whatever motive leads the young 
man into business, he is soon caught 
up in the whirl of the mighty engi- 
nery of service, which is just as 
real if at times it is not wholly 
conscious. Surely all men recog- 
nize that business, that daily work 
must be and is being increasingly 
shot through with the sense of 
duty, responsibility and service. Its 
task is too great, too vital, to be 
animated by any other spirit.” 

Lawless Cruelty to Go. | 
That spirit would make impos- 
sible a continuance, or a repetition 
of the liquor selling and gambling 
that has recently shamed the city 
of Atlanta. It would forever end 
the conditions which Governor Dor- 
sey has called to our attention in 


his plea for a policy of justice and 
mercy in our dealing with the ne- 


gro. 

Disregard for law, and denying 
justice to a human being because 
his skin is black are not only con- 
trary to the teachings of both tne 
old and New Testaments; they vio- 
late every known principle of busi- 
ness. 

‘fhe lynching of a negro in any 
county of Georgia hurts every busi- 
ness and home in the state. Night 
riders and cruelty keeping the in- 
habitants of rural communities in 
a state of dread, not only violate 
the law; they drive away the labor 
upon which the very welfare of our 
state depends and they cause finan- 
cial institutions to question the wis- 
dom of lending money or extending 
credit in our state. 

Has not the time come for tne $5 
per cent of the people of Georgia 
who respect the law of God and 
man to get together upon a plat- 
form of justice, mercy and mutua! 
forbearance for all? 

The coming’ celebration of the 
birthday of Henry Grady should 
focus the thought of Atlanta and 
Georgia upon this subject. Grady’s 
plea for a spirit of love and under- 
standing did more th@m all else to 
reunite the north and the south. 
The committee gladly accepted the 
invitation to share in that celebra- 
tion. It rejoices in it, because now 
has come a day when all factions 
should sink their differences and 
cultivate the spirit for which Henry 
Grady worked, wrote and spoke 
throughout the land. If such a spirit 
is cultivated, none can measure the 
greatness of the future before At- 
lanta and Georgia
